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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 , 15,24, 27-28 and 40 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: See examiner comment 

In claim 1 , lines 4-5, claim 24, lines 4-5, claim 27, lines 4-5, claim 28, lines 4-5, 
(hererinafter referenced to as the wanted content ) should be changed to -as the 
wanted content - 

claim 1 , lines line 8 , claim 24, lines 7-8, (the unwanted content) should be 
changed to --the unwanted content--. 

claim 40, line 5, (wanted content) should be changed to the wanted content ; 

claim 40, line 6-7, (the unwanted content" should be changed to -the unwanted 
content--. 

In claim 27, line 17, it is not clear " their " referencing to "packets" or "codes". 
Symbol "-" starting the paragraphs in claims 15, 24, 27 and 28 should be 
deleted. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claims 19,20,30,31,34-35 and 37-38 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as 
being of improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a 
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previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to 
place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 
Claims 19,20,30,31,34-35 and 37-38 recite a medium and a signal being recited in the 
previous claims. For example, claim 19 recites a recording medium and claim 1 also 
recites a recording medium. It is not clear whether the medium recited in claim 19 is the 
same with the medium recited in claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 1 01 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 19,20,30,31 ,34-35 and 37-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because 
the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 19,20,30,31 
and 37-38 direct to a signal stored on a medium or a signal . Since the signal or 
information does not provide any function that is processed by a computer or access 
the signal from a medium , the signal and information on do not make them statutory . 
See MPEP2100. 

Applicants argue that "in response to the rejection of claims 19,-20, 30-31, 34-35 
and 37-3S under 35 USC 101, allegedly because the claimed invention is directed 
toward non-statutory subject matter, the applicant traverses the rejection. 
More specifically a modified transpose stream is clearly statutory subject matter and 
recording medium on which such a transport stream has been recorded is clearly 
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statutory subject matter. It is well known to those skilled in the art that the transport 
packets of a transport stream provide the function in a computer to produce an audio- 
visual display of the contents of a program. According to MPEP 2106(IV) (B) (2)(c), "a 
signal claim directed to a practical application of electromagnetic energy is statutory 
regardless of its transitory nature". The display of audio-visual program is clearly a 
practical application. 

In response , it is noted that applicants' argument do not reflect the claims 
19,20,30,31,34-35 and 37-38. It is noted that claims 19,20,30,31,434 -35 and 37-38 
called for a signal stored on a medium or a signal , the signal does not provide any 
function as argued by applicants . There is no existing means or circuit in claims to 
process the signal to provide a display of the audio visual , or to cause a computer 
to interact with the signal to make the signal providing certain function , or to provide 
practical application of electromagnetic energy .
